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NEGRO FAMILIES ARRIVE 


Seventy-five Come from Okla¬ 
homa in One Party and Will 
Locate in Los Angeles. 


During the past week a party of 
seventy-five Negroes families has 
arrived in Los Angeles from Musko¬ 
gee, Okla., and its immediate vicin¬ 
ity. They expect to permanently 
locate in this city and to become 
property owners here. The party 
is composed of the best class of 
Negroes in Oklahoma, and has 
decided that the opportunities for 
material advancement are greater 
in California than those offered in 
Oklahoma. 

This party is said to be the fore¬ 
runner of other similar ones to 
come within the next few months, 
and who desire to get out onto 
agricultural lands. An advance 
agent, who was formerly at the 
head of a government school in 
Oklahoma, has been sent on to 
look over various land propositions 
in the vicinity of this city and of 
San Diego. They will bring several 
thousand dollars to invest in 
Southern California farm lands. 
It is possible that they may decide 
to go in a body to the Imperial 
Valley and secure lands for cotton 
growing, with which they are 
familiar.—-The Times. 

The above from the Times shows 
a mistake all too common among 
Negroes who remove from one 
section to another. On his arrival 
he rushes to a white newspaper 
office and advertises his business 
and this gives his enemies an op¬ 
portunity to defeat his plans. No¬ 
body does this but Negroes. There 
is hardly a place in the United 
States where the intelligent, thrifty 
Negroes with money, are wanted; 
and it is high time the Negro knew 
it. The low, ignorant, vicious, 
anarchistic foreighner is welcome; 
but the intelligent, law abiding, 
thrifty, tax-paying Negro is not 
wanted. Did you ever hear of 
a Japanese or a jew going to a 
white newspaper office to adver¬ 
tise his future plans? 

No, the Negro is continually 
trying to ignore his own newspapers 


and get himself into the limelight 
through the white papers only to 
blast his own hopes. If the Negroes 
who come here have money and 
want to get farms, they had better 
keep away from white newspaper 
offices. The local Negro can profit 
by the above suggestions. It is 
about time the Negro quit taking 
everybody into his confidence except 
his own people. A hint to the 
wise ought to be sufficient.

Editor of New Age, Dear Sir: 

There is a man in Southern 
California who has fought many 
battles for the Democratic party 
and who has been elected to one or 
two National Democratic conven¬ 
tions, a man who has been untiring 
in his support of the principles of 
Democracy. I believe he affiliated 
with that party because he believed 
that he could best serve his race 
by going into their camp.

Why 
can’t we, the colored voters of 
Southern California, ask of the 
Wilson administration, that this 
man, J. L. Edmonds, receive ap¬ 
pointment as Minister to Liberia 
or some such recognition of his 
zealous service to the cause, of 
now triumphant Democracy. 

WM. PRINCE. 

While we feel very grateful to 
Mr. Wm. Prince, the writer of the 
above, for his kind remembrance 
of us, we would not accept the 
Liberian Mission if it was handed 
to us on a platter. We, however, 
strongly agree with the noble senti¬ 
ment expressed by Mr. Prince. 
It is high time that colored men 
recognize merit in each other, and 
reward it wherever found regardless 
of politics or religion. 

We notice in the great states of 
the East that colored men, regardess 
of party, are putting forth united 
effort to secure from Pres. Wilson 
recognition for certain prominent 
colored Democrats, who, like the 
editor, went into the Democratic 
party in the hope of increasing their 
usefulness to the race. That colored 
men are beginning to recognize 
merit, regardless of party, is proof 
of the tremendous progress the 
race is making. It also shows that, 
that narrowness, which has so 
long stood in the way of the Negroes 7 
political emancipation, is rapidly 
disappearing; and that the Negroe’s 
vision of manhood rights is broad¬ 
ening. 

But the hope of personal reward 
has not been the impelling force 
that sent us into the Democratic 
party. We were actuated purely 
by the belief that, the Negro could 
best secure his rights by not only 
becoming members of each political 
party, but secure active member¬ 
ship in the various Churches and 
other organizations that are labor¬ 
ing for the advancement of the 
people. Hence, we have tried to 
prove our faith by our works. 


Since we took up the fight for 
a division of the colored vote almost 
twenty years ago, we, not only 
have had nothing to regret, but 
local results have been brought 
about that were gratifying beyond 
our most sanguine expectations. 
Our support of the local Democrats 
secured for the colored people 
appointments in the police and 
fire departments of the City, many 
positions in the street department 
and public parks that they had not 
previously held, all secured through 
Democratic officials supported by 
the editor of this journal. When 
a Democrat ran for Mayor on a 
platform pledged to place the city 
under the civil service, we sup¬ 
ported him and his platform be¬ 
cause it would open opportunities 
to colored men that had been 
previously closed to them. 

For the past few years our fight 
has been to prevent the Republi¬ 
cans taking from the Negroes what 
they had secured from the Demo¬ 
crats. This, however, is well 
known ot Mr. Prince and other 
gentlemen of his caliber. 

Mr. Prince is taking advance 
ground and we fully agree with 
him that the colored voters, regard¬ 
less of party, should unite in an 
effort to secure from Pres. Wilson 
recognition for some worthy colored 
man in this state who has supported 
the Democratic party. The grant¬ 
ing of an ordinary clerkship to 
a Negro is not recognition. 

The above is kind of Mr. Prince 
and shows that our struggles for 
the advancement of the Negroes 
have not gone on unobserved. 
That kindly suggestion made by 
one who knows and has the moral 
courage and breadth of manhood 
to stand up for the reward of merit 
i 3 sincrely appreciated by us. Ours 
has been a long, thankless task.

Unless the political attitude to¬ 
wards the Negro in certain quarters 
is changed, thousands of them will 
quietly vote the Socialist ticket in 
May and June.
